Incendiary Speeches of Negroes

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
TAKE PART IN MEETING 


Outbreak of the Negroes Has Alarm- 
ed the Republican Leaders, and 
Officers Who Were Pres- 
ent Are Likely To Be 
Reprimanded.

Washington, January 27.—(Special.)— 
Because a meeting. over which he pre- 
sided was characterized by some incen- 
Cyrus Field Adams, a 
negro who is assistant register of the 
treasury. is having his part in the affair 
scrutinized by the officials above him. 
The meeting was under the auspices 
Afro-American council, of which 
Pledger, of Georgia, is president, and 
which recentiv resolved itself into an 
office trust to relieve the president of the 
burden of awarding federal offices to 
the negroes. The reports furnished the 
press last night made no mention of the 
most sensational feature of this gather- 
ing. 
It was a mass meeting at one of the 
colored churches with a long 
speakers, among them Lincoln 
Johnson, of Atlanta. The star of the 
occasion was, however, a negro Hayes, 
an attorney at Richmond, and who has 
figured in the efforts to test the disfran- 
chisement laws of that state. His speech 
was full of fight and fire. Incidentally 
he quoted The Atlanta Constitution as 
“having threatened the negroes with ku- 
klux if the growth of federal appoint- 
ments in the south continues.” 
“I make the prediction,’ deciared he, 
“that when the southern people start.to 
kukltxing this time they will not Have 
as the objects of their oppression the 
same timid people they kukluxed in the 
sixties.”’

Sword and Torch. 

In the course of his speech Hayes is 
reported to have declared that the negro 
has now reached the limit of his endur- 
ance, and advocated the sword and torch 
as a means for the negro to maintain his 
manhood. His remarks were received 
with great enthusiasm. 

Ile referred to the fact that during 
the y®ars which have elapsed since the 
war sectional feeling between the north 
and south has died out to such an extent 
that Virginia now proposes to place a

“There $s nothing in Virginia for the 
negro,” he said, “but degradation unless 
the negroes make a firm stand, contend 
for their rights, and, if necessary, dle 
for them. I am, not an anarchist,’’he said, 
“and I don’t mean to go out and kill 
anybody, but to let somebody else kill 
you.’”’ 

This veiled sally provoked loud applause 
and laughter, 

“You opened the meeting tonight by 
singing ‘My Country, Tis of Thee,’ but I 
wonder how negroes can sing that song. 
For myself I am a man without a coun- 
try. The time has come when the negro 
must fignt, not th#oretically, not intel- 
lectually, but fight with his hands. The 
disfranchisement of the children of Israel 
in Egypt has been $pllowed letter fcr let- 
ter by the disfranchisement in the south.” 

Negroes Leaving Virginia. 

“Negroes are leaving the state of Vir- 
ginia because of the treatment they are 
receiving, What we want to do is to 
start something and keep it up until the 
White people stop something. We don't 
intend to be oppressed any longer. We 
don't intend to be crushed. I am afraid 
We are anarchistic, that we are anarch- 
ists, and I give the warning that if this 
Oppression in the south continues the 
Negro must resort to the sword and torch, 
and that the southland will become a 
2nd of blood and desolation, 

“I want to make the assertion right 
here that we are not going to be disfran- 
chised in Virginia. It is written in the 
heavens and engraved upon the stars that 
does not intend to 
We are told, 
and 


the Virginia negro 
Submit to disfranchisement. 
‘Let the negro obtain education 
Wealth if he would gain the political 
equality which he desires.’ I say that 
hever was a bigger lie uttered. The more 
the negro advances the more will politi- 
cal rights be denied him. It is not the 
Common negro ‘in the south who is cut 
Of the registration lists. It is not the 
ditch digger, it is the educated negré, 
the doctor and lawyer and preacher who 
@re deprived unlawfully of political rights 
@nd manhood by the iniquitous constitu- 
tion of Virginia, which cost half a mil- 
lion dollars to frame. And I want to say 
that by the time we get through punch- 
ing holes in the constitution it will cost 
the state of Virginia half a million’ more.” 
Attacks Booker Washington. 

Hayes then turned his attention to the 
Work of Booker Washington. “It 1s 
tlaimed that the negro industrial schools 
ate the proper lines of effort for the race. 
Talk about education and wéalth, arid 
Say that they make votes for the negro.

FIERCE FIRE AT 


Quarter of Million Dollars Goes Up 
in Smoke. 

Boston, Mass., January %7.—For five 
hours more than half the Boston fire de- 
partment faced a fierce fire here tonight, 
the six-story business 
Bigelow Dowse Company, hardware deal- 
ears, and contents being destroyed. The 
loss is a quarter of a million dollars. 

The presence of gunpowder in the base- 
ment and fixed ammunition in an upper 
story made the fire in its early stages a 
serious one. The cartridges exploded 
without any general damage, while the 
firemen flooded the basement and spoiled 
the powder.

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) “ROYAL BLUE” EXPRESS 


STRIKES A LOCAL TRAIN 


AND BROADCASTS DEATH 


At Lightning Speed the Royal Blue Crashed Into an Accommodation at Plain- 
field, N. J.--Twenty-four Are Known To Be Dead and the Roll Is Not 
Complete--List of the Injured Long. 


New York, January 28.—The most ap- 
palling railroad wreck that has occurred 
in the vicinity of New York in many 
years, the loss of life being estimated at 
not less than tairty persons, took place 
tonight at Graceland, near Westfield, N. 
J., on the Centrai railroad of New Jer- 
when the Royal Blue line expreags, 
at top speed, into

The train which was run into left 
New York at 5:45, runs as an express 
to Boundbrook, maxing stops at Eliza- 
beth, Westfield and Plainfield. Beyond 
Boundbrook it The 
Rotal Blue train left iifteen minutes 
later. It travels at a high speed, and 
makes no stops except at Elizabeth and 
is scheduled to overtake cne slower train 
just beyond Graceltzad, where the |lat- 
ter switches from track three on to track 
four to permit the Royal Blue to pass. 

Freight Was Blocked. 

This evening a freight train was »lock- 
ed on track four and the local received 
orders to proceced om ‘he express track 
to Dunellon, and there take the outside, 
or No. 4, track. Shortly after receiving 
orders the train had to stop fora hot 
box which delayed her so that when she 
got under way again she was due at 
Dunellon. She had just started and was 
moving slowly when the Royal Blue, 
traveling apparently at full speed, which 
at that point usually approaches 65 miles 
an heur, crasned Into the rear end. 

The heavy engine of the Royal Blue 
tore its way :nto the Trear car and at 
the same time drove the forward egd of 
that car into the rear end of the car 
ahead, which In turn was driven into the 
third car, and this in turn was driven 
into the fourth car from the rear. The 
fourth car was only partly wrecked, but 
the last three were torn to pieces, The 
Royal Blue engine left the rails and 
turned over on its side, the engineer and 
firemen sticking to their posts and go- 
ing down in the wreck. They are now 
in the Muhlenberg Aospital at Plainfield, 
and the engineer, it is believed, can live 
only a few héurs.

Blue did not heed them, or else was go- 
ing too fast to stop in the short distance 
remaining. The man who went back to 
flag the train had just swung into the 
rear end of his train, and is among the 
dead. 

Hundred Dead and Hurt. 

The engine and the three worst wreck- 
ed cars were yijiled into a heap. containing 
at least one hundred dead and injured. 
From the mass came fearful] cries for aid. 
A minute later the wreck caught fire 
from the fire box. The screams of the 
injured in the heap were intensified as 
they found themselves hemmed in by the 
flames. 

The passengers in the two forward cars 
of the first train and all the men from the 
express and every one in the neighbor- 
hood started at work to get out the in- 
jured before the flames could reach them. 
At times, while toiling in the wreckage, 
the flames reached the rescuers and their 
clothing took fire, but they worked on, 
though in danger of death themselves. 
Some of the injured were burned to death 
in sight of the men who. were working 
with desperation to save them. The 
flames soon gained complete mastery of 
the last two cars. 

The firemen from Westfield were sum- 
moned by telephone, but arrived too late 
to save many lives. Doctors were called 
for from Elizabeth, Westfield and Piain- 
fleld, and there was a score on hand. The 
parlor cars of the Royal Blue line train 
were converted into temporary hospitals. 
The dead, as they were taken out, were 
laid in a row along side the track until 
means couki be found to convey them to 
Plainfield. 

The firemen, after a time, mastered the 
flames. Then the wreckage was attacked 
again and the work of recovering the 
todies was begun. Out of the first car 
eight bodies were taken. 

Sight Was Horrifying. 

The sight while the wreck was burning 
was horrifying. Men could be seen in 
the wreckage pinned fast amid the tim. 
bers of the cars and struggling to be free, 
while the flames roared around 
fhe rescuers were helpless to aid them

TWELVE TRIED 
FOR LYNCHING 


Proceedings of Court at Koscius- 
ko, Miss,, Began Yesterday, 


Cases To Be Tried Separately—Bob 
Milner Now on Trial—Witnesses 
for the State Tell of Death 
of Hallum and 
Gaston. 


Kosciusko, Miss., January 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The habeas corpus trial of the al- 
leged lynchers of Monroe Hallum and Jim 
Gaston, negroes, who were shot to death 
by an armed body of men last July, a’ 
the cross roads, 14 miles north of Kos- 
ciusko, began here today before Circuit 
Judge W. F. Stevens. 

There are now twelve defendants under 
arrest, the sheriff of Montgomery county 
bringing in Shelby Burton yesterday. 
Counsel for the regulators demanded sep- 
arate trials and elected to place Bob 
Milner upon trial first, which began at 
2:30 this afternoon. 

The state examined six witnesses and 
rested. Noah Lindsay, one of the defend- 
ants, went upon the stand for the state 
and made some very damaging admis- 
sions. Green Adams, a negro, who was 
under arrest by the crowd at the same 
time and place, detailed how the killing 
occurred. 

He said the two negroes, Hallum and 
Gaston, were chained together. The 
crowd took a vote and decided to kill 
them, when I. R. Tucker gave the com 
mand to fall in line; that a line was 
formed of thirty or forty men, who sta- 
tioned themselves about twenty steps 
from their victims and poured a volley 
from their guns into their bodies. 

When asked to mame those who did the 
shooting, he said that he did not know 
all of them, but knew the following men, 
who participated in the shooting: Pink 
and John Hubbert, Bob Milner, Alex 
Kirk, Jack and Jess Mays, Ed Crossley, 
Bill Goff, Shelby Burton. Obie’ Burton, 
Jim Whatley, Dove Whatley, Garrison 
Carlisle, Chess Whatley, Noah Lindsay, 
Bob Davis, Bob McCool, Oliver Wasson 
Keith and Jim Allen. : 

After the shooting he says he was told 
by I. R. Tucker to go home and be a 
good negro. The negro was unshaken in 
his cross-examination and made no con- 
tradictions.

Death Sentence Is Commuted 
_ {o Imprisonment for Life 


Protest from Every Quarter of the 
Globe Moved the British Gov- 
ernment to Clemency—Colo- 
nel Lynch’s Wife Was 
a Potent Factor. 


London, January 27.—The sentence of 
death passed upon Colonel Arthur Lynch, 
who was found guilty of high treason on 
Friday last, has been commuted to penal 
servitude for life. 

The flood of protests against the death 
sentence imposed on the Irishman who 
fought in the Boer army is supposed to 
have moved the government to clemency. 
There is hardly a nation in the civilized 
world from which protests have not 
come, though the majority were from the 
United States. 

The wife of Colonel Lynch has also 
been a potent factor on securing clem- 
ency for her husband.

Caracas, January 27,—The news cabled

“There are well founded reasons today 
for the belief that the blockade will be 
Suspended between today and tomorrow 
night.”’ 

It is a visible fact that only foreigners 
are suffering from the effects of the 


blockade. The Venezuelans themselves, 
accustomed to native produce, are not 
undergoing hardships, except because of 
the shortage of salt. The supply of corn 
is sufficient to furnish native bread for a 
year. 


Negotiators Hold Session. 

Washington, January 27.—By appoint- 
ment, the first joint conference of the 
Venezuelan negvutiaturs occurre] this a?- 
ternoon at Minister Bowen's apartments, 
the ranking diplomat, Signor Mayor dés 
Planches, the Italian ambassador, mak- 
ing the representations in French to Mr. 
Bowen. The question under discussi mn 
was a matter of the merest detail, the 
envoys wishing to know whether tbe 
monthly payments to the allies should 
be in proportion to the amount of the 
Claims, or whether Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy would receive the same 
amounts each month until] the indem- 
nity was paid. Mr.. w.owen stated ‘Ne 
was quite willing to leave this to the 
powers themselves to settle, and that any 
arrangement they mignt make would be 
satisfactory to Venezuela. 

Another detail which has not yet been 
cleared up involves the question of pref- 
erential treatment of the allied powers 
as against the other powers, France, 
Denmark, Holland, Norway and Sweden, 
Belgium, Spain and the United States, 
in the payment of th: indemnity. Mr. 
Bowen contends that this question did 
not form a part of the allies’ condition 
precedent to the raising of the block- 
ade. His answer was cabled to the fo;- 
eign offices at London, Berlin and Rome 
tonight, and it is hoped that favorable 
answers will be received tomorrow. There 
is reason to oeMeve that Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy will yield to this 
last objection and sign the protocol for 
the raising of the blockade. 

It developed today that Great Britain, 
through her ambassador here, and by 
means ‘of cable exchanges between Lon- 
don and Berlin, is working hard to clear 
up the details of Mr. Bowen's terms to 
the entire satisfaction of Germany, When 
the details of the diplomatic exchanges 
regarding the Venezuelan dispute are 
published it will be found that Sir 
Michael Herbert, in the interest of peace 
and a satisfaciory settlement, went to 
the extent of using nis personal influence 
to secure the acceptance of Minister 
Bowen's proposition. This fact has been 
communicated to the president, and to 
the state department, and has been re- 
ceived with marked satisfaction. 

The following statement was made at 
the British embassy at noon today with 
the assent and indorsement of Signor 
Mayor des Planches, the Italian ambassa- 
dor, and Count A. Von Quadt-Wykradt- 
Isny, the German charge d'affaires: 

“A report has appeared in a New 
York morning paper to the effect that . 
there has been friction between the repre- | 
sentatives of the powers, who are con-:

Banquet Was Held in the Grand 
Opera House and Many Distin- 
guished Persons Were Pres-

Canton, Ohio, January 27.—President 


| Roosevelt tonight participated in a nota- 
'ble tribute 


to the memory of the late 
President McKinley. He was the prin- 
cipal orator at a banquet given under 
the auspices of the Canton Republican 
League in commemoration of the birth- 
day of McKinley. Surrounded by 
friends, neighbors and business and p0o- 
litical associates of the dead president, 
he pronounced a brilliant and eloquent 
eulogy upon the life and works of Mc- 
Kinley, a eulogy by many regarded as 
the most beautiful and heartfelt tribute 
ever paid to the memory of the distin- 
guished dead. 

The banquet was held 
opera house, the seats 


in the Grand 
being removed 


from the pit and the house entirely re- 


floored for the occasion. The interior 
of the building was beautifully decorated 
with flags and flowers, the floral decora- 
tions being particularly elaborate, 

Among the 457 guest¢ assembled about 
the boards were some of the most dis- 
tinguished men in the civil, public and 
political life of the country. At the 
speakers’ table besides President Roose- 
velt were seated Judge William R. Day, 
who acted as toastmaster; Secretary 
Root, Secretary Cortelyou, General 8. B. 
M. Young, General Leonard Wood, Gen- 
eral Luke E. Wright, vice governor of 
the Philippines; Surgeon General Rixey, 
and many others. 

President Roosevelt and his party ar- 
rived at Canton at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. In accordance with the president's 
request the reception accorded to the dis- 
tinguished visitors was quiet and unos- 
tentatious. A great throng of people had 
assembled at the railway station, but it 
was a quiet ‘throng. All seemed imbued 
with the spirit of the anniversary, whitch 
is being commemorated by the visit of 
the president. + 

President Roosevelf with his party, 
was driven directly ‘to the residence of 
Mrs. McKinley, Mr. Roosewelt desiring 
first to pay his respects to her. The 
party then was driven to the West Lawn 
cemetery to visit the tomb of the late 
President McKinley. There the president 
and the entire party paid a silent tribute 
of respect to fhe memory of fhe distin- 
guished dead. 

At 6:45 o’clock this evening the presi- 
dent held a reception at the Hotel Mc- 
Kinley for those in attendance upon the 
banquet and for ‘the citizens of Canton. 
During the three-quarters of an hour the 
reception lasted, hundreds of people em- 
braced the opportunity of personally 
greeting the president, 

President Roosevelt’s Speech. 


President Roosevelt traced the life of 
President McKinley in glowing words of 
eulogy, dwelling upon the fact that eight 
years before he was nominated for presi- 
dent he was already considered a presi- 
dential possibility, and that four years 
before he was nominated only his own 
high sense of honor prevented his being 
made a formidable competitor of the chief 
upon whom the choice of the convention 
then actually fell. 

President Roosevelt continued: 

In 1896 he was chosen because the great 
mass of his party knew kim and believed in 
him and regarded him ae symbolizing their 
ideals, as representing their aspirations. In 
estimating the fcrees which brought about 
his nomination and election I do not under- 
value that devoted personal friendship which 
he had the faculty to inspire in 80 marked 
a degree among the ablest and most in- 
fluential leaders; this leadership was of im- 
mense consequence in bringing about the re- 
sult: but, after oll, the prime factor: was the 
trust in and devotion to him felt by the 
great mass of men who had come to accent 
him as their recognized spokesman. In his 
nomination the national convention of a great 
party carried into effect in good faith the 
deliberate judgment of frat party as to 
who ite candidate should be. 

Jut even as a candidate President McKin- 
ley was far more than the candidate of a 
party, and as president he was in the broad- 
est and fullest sense the president of all the 
people of all sections of the country. 

As 60 often happens in our history, the 
president was forced to face questions other 
than those at issue at the time of his elec- 
tion. Within a vear the situation in Cuba 
had become literally intolerable. President 
McKinley had fought too well in his youth, 
well at first hand what war 
really was, lightly to enter into a strugg'e. 
He sovueht by every honorable “means to pre- 
serve peace, to uvert war. He made every 
effort consistent with the national honor to 
bring about an amicable settlement of the 
Cuban difficulty. Then, when it became evi- 
dent that these efforts were useless, that 
peace could not be honorably entertained, he 
devoted his strength to making the war as 
short and as decisive as possibie. It is need- 
leez to tell the resuit in detall. Suffice it 
to say that rarely indeed in history hae a 
contest so far-reaching. in the importance of 
its outcome been acnieved with.such ease. 
There followed a harder task. As a result 
of the war we came into possession of Cuba. 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. In each 
island the conditions were such that we had 
to face problems entirely new to our na- 
tional experience, and, moreover, in each 
island the problems differed radically from 
those presented in the others. In Porto Rico 
the task was simple. The island conld not 
he independent. It became in all essentials 
a part of the union. It has been given al! the 
henefits of our economi> und financtal system. 
Its inhabitants have been given the highest 
individval liberty, while yet their govern- 
ment has been kept under the supervision of 
officials so well chosen that the island can 
be appealed to as affording a model for all 
such experiments in the future; and this 
result was mainly owing to the admirable 
choice of instruments by President McKinley 
when he selected the governirg officials. 


In Cuba and the Philippines. 


In Cuba. where we were pledged to give 
the feland independénce, the pledge was kept 
not merely in letter but in spirit , it would 
have been a betrayal of our duty to have 
given Cuba independence out of hand. Pres- 
ident McKinley, with his wsual singuler sa- 
gacity in the choice of agents, selected, In 
General Leonard Wood ihe man of all others 
best fit to bring the island through fts un- 
certain period of preparation for independence. 
and the result of his wisdom was shown when 
last May the island became in name and in 
fact a freee republic. for it started with a 
better equipment and under more favor- 
able conditions than aad ever previously been 
the case with any Spanish-American common- 


ealth. 
“Finally, in the Philippines, the problem was

one of great complexity. There wae an in- 
surrectionary party claiming to represent the 
people of the ielands. and putting forth their 
claim with a certain speciousness which de- 
ceived no small number of excellent men here 
at home, and which afforded to yet others: a 
chance to arouse @ factious party spirit 
against the president. Of course, looking 
beck, it le now easy to eee that it woull 
have been both absurd and wicked to aban- 
don the Philippine archipelago and let the 
scores of different tribes—Christian, Moham- 
medan and pagan, In every stage of semi- 
Asiatic tbarbarism—turn the islands into a 
welter of bloody #@vagery. with the abeso- 
lute certainty that some strong power would 
have to step in and take possession. But 
though now it is easy enough to see that 
our duty was to stay in the islands. to put 
Gown the ineurrection by force of arms, 
and then to establish freaedom-giving civi! 
government, it needeg genuine statesman- 
ship to eee this and to act accordingly at the 
time of the first revolt. 


McKinley Never Flinched. 


A weaker and team far-sighted man than 
President McKinley would have shrunk from 
a task very difficult In ttself, and certain 
to furnish occasion for attack and misrepre- 
sentation no less than for honest misunder- 
standing. 

Rut Preeident McKinley never flinched. He 
refused to consider the thought of ahandoning 
our duty in our "ew poseessions. While sedu- 
lously endeavoring to act with the utmost 
humanity toward the fnsurrectionists, he never 
faltered in the determination to put them 
down by force of arms, alike for the sake 
of our own interest and honor. and “(for 
the sake of the interest of the islanders, and 
particularly of -he great number of friendiv 
natives, including those most highly civilized, 
for whom abanjonment by us would have 
meant ruin and Jeath. <Aeain his policy was 
most amply vindicated. Peace has come to 
the felands. to@ether with a greater measure 
of individual liberty and ecelf-zovernment than 
they have ever before known. All the tasks 
set us as a result of the war with Spain 
have @o far been well and honorably accom- 
plished, and as a result this nation stands 
higher than ever Ddefore among the nations 
of manhkind. 

President McKinley's second campaign was 
fought mainly on the tasue of approving what 
he had done tn his first administration. ani 
specifically what he had done as regards 
these problems epringing out of the war with 
Enain. The result wae that the nonviar ver- 
dict in his favor was more overwhelming than 
it had been before. 


The Stroke of Horror. 


No other presifent in our history has seen 
high and honorable effort crowned with more 
conspicuous personal success. No other pres- 
ident entered upon his second term feeling 
such right to a profound and peaceful satis- 
faction. Then by a stroke of horror, s0 
strange in its fantastic iniquity as to stand 
unique in the black annals of crime, he was 
struck down. The brave, strong, gentle 
heart was  stilled forever, and word was 
tbrought to the woman who wept that she 
was to walk thenceforth alone in the shadow. 
The hideous infamy of the deed gehocked the 
nation to its depths, for the man thus struck 
at was in a peculiar sense the champion of 
the plain people, in a@ peculiar sense the 
representative and the exponent of those 
ideals which, {f we live up to them, will 
make, as they have largely made, our coun- 
trv a bleased refuge Yor all who strive to do 
right and to iive thelr lives simply and 
well as Hght is given them. The nation was 
Ss unned, and the people mourned with a sense 
of bitter bereavement because they had lost 
& man whose heart beat for them as the 
heart of Lincoln onee had beaten. We did 
right to mourn: for the loss was ours, not 
his. He died in the polden fullness of his 
triumph. He died victorious in that highest 
of all kinds of strife—the strife for an am- 
pler, juster and more generous national life 
For him the laurel: but woe for those whom 
he left behind: woe to the nation that lIost 
him, and woe to mankind that there should 
exist creatures so foul that one among them 
should etrike at so noble a life. 

We are gathered together tonight to recall 
his memory, to pay our tribute of respect 
to the great chief and leader who fell in the 
harness, who was stricken down while hie 
eves were bright with ‘‘the light that telle 
oftriumph tasied.’’ We can honor him best 
by the way we sow in actual deed that we 
have taken to heart the lessons of his lfe. 
We must strive to achieve, each in the meas 
ure that he can, something of the qualities 
which made President McKinley a leader of 
men, a mighty rower for good—his strength, 
his courage, his courtesv and dignity, his 
sense of justice, his ever-present kindliness 
and regard for the rights of othere. 

How He Won Greatness. 

He won greatness by meeting and 
the issues as they arose—not by shirking 
them—meeting them with wisdom, with the 
exercise of the most skillful and cautious 
judgment, but with fearless resolution when 
the time of crisis came. He met each crisis 
on its merits; he never svught excuse for 
éhirking a tast in the fact that it was dif- 
ferent from the one he had expected to face. 
The long public career, which opened when 
as a boy he carried a musket in the ranks 
closed when as a man in the prime of 
r'- intellectual strength he stood among the 
world’s: chief statesmen, came to what it was 
each triumph as opening 
the road to freah effort, not as an excuse for 
ceasing from effort. He undertook mighty 
tasks. Some of them he finished completely: 
others we must finish: and there remain vet 
others which he did not have to face, but 
which if we are worthy to be the inheritors 
of his principles we will in our turn face 
with the same resolution, the same eanity, 
the same unfaltering beltef in the greatness 
of this eountry, and unfaltering champion- 
ship of the rights of each and all of our 
people, which marked his high and splendia@ 


careerT. 
General Wright’s Speech. 

General Wright paid a glowing eulogy 
to the life and character of President Mc- 
Kinley and said that a brief discussion of 
the Philippines was eminently fitting, for 
it was a subject to which the dead presi- 
dent gave his best thought and which en- 
listed his warmest sympathy. 

General Wright reviewed the manner in 
which President McKinley dealt with the 
problems arising out of the acquisition of 
the islands and in putting down armed 
opposition to American authority. 
He reviewed the appointment 
Philippines commission and said that no 
better or abler interpreter of the dead 
president's policy could have been selected 
than Governor Taft. This government is 
recognized and respected by the gov- 
erned. Not a shot hostile to our flag has 
been fired for many months. 

The speaker showed that Fillpinos had 
been appointed to office wherever possi- 
ble and said one of the first acts enacted 
by the commission was a comprehensive 
civil service law. 

Continuing, he said: 

I Have said before om another public occa- 
sion, and now ‘desire to reiterate, that neith- 
er President McKinley nor his successor, 
President Roosevelt, have ever sought to in- 
terfere in any ‘cay with the appointments 
to office, but have left that duty to be per- 
formed by the Sommittee pursuant to the law 

After discussing the character and 
needs of the people in the islands, Gen- 
eral Wright said: 

To withdraw ‘rom the government of the 
isiands would, to my mind, be a shameful! 
abdication of the highest moral duty, be- 
cause it would :esult In disorder, bloodsh2d 
and chaos, the iife, iiberty and property of 
both foreigner and Filipino alike. The fu- 
ture of Filipino indepeni-nce would be easy 
to prognotticave—dieorder, bloodshed, de- 
struction of property and then intervention by 
some stronger power. P 

General Wright said the neéds of the 
Filipino today are not an independent 
government of their OWn so much as a 
wise and beneficient administration which, 
protecting them in all their natural rights, 
will at the same time give them an oppor- 
tune experlence to acquire a knowledge 
ef what true self-government really is, 
and its value, He reviewed the distress 
now prevailing in the islands by reason 
of the ravages of cholera among the peo- 
ple and the loss of draught animals from 
disease. He expressed the hope that con- 
gress would speedily pass the bill now 
pending appropriating 33,000,000 to be used 
in alleviating the distressful situation: 

General Wright said: 

The commission has most carnestiy recom- 
mended to the congress that legislation be en- 
acted te remedy the currency evil and also 
to give the Filipinos ¢ntrance into the 
American market by reducing the present 
tariff om exports from the Philippines into 
the United States from 75 per cent to 25 
per cent of the Dingley tariff act. It ‘s 
to be hoped that these bills become faws. 
The only danger of failure of their passage 
lies in the fact that this is the short see- 
sion of congress and other iegisiation here im- 
mediately affecting the people clamors ‘or 
consideration and that of other legisiat!

may be passed to a more convenient session. 
Although, perhaps, it may be somewhat out 
of place here, I beg to say that to do this 
would be most unfortunate, as it will be 
productive of immense suffering to a people 
who have a right to appeal to the humanity 
and generosity »f the American people for 
succor in this their hour of need. 

Charles Emory Smith’s Speech. 

Charles Emory Smith, former post- 
master general, was the next speaker. 
His address in part follows: 

“When we think of the great patriot 
whom we commemorate today, we in- 
Sstinctively think of our country. The 
two are inseparably: associated. There 
have been few’ presidents who were the 
recognized makers or chiefs of distinctive 
and creative epochs. 

“The decisive test of supreme moulding 
influence and historic proportions is not 
a mere change of the map. Polk did 
that. It was not even the declaration 
of a policy which became the fixed creed 
of the republic. Monroe did that in the 
assertion of a doctrine that has become 
the paramount law of the American con- 
tinent which no nation can safely trans- 
gress—a doctrine which lives forever as 
the shield and bulwark of the American 
sphere. Nor was it even the masterful 
domination of a great party, with abso- 
lute control of its action during nearly 
One-seventh of our entire constitutional 
history. Jackson had that, and he was 
but a forceful, picturesque and virile 
partisan chieftain. 

“Jus as we think of Washington and 
Lincoln as the preeminent types of 
American character and aspiration in 
their times, so we think of McKinley 
as the highest symbol of American pur- 
pose in the third era of our national 
progress. It will be said of McKinley 
that he found the United States within 
the continental lines and left its domain 
and its power extended beyond the seas. 
But mere territorial enlargement was 
the least of this achievement. Our coun- 
try sprang into new rank among the 
nations. It gained a new voice in the 
broad affairs of mankind. 

“President McKinley impressed his own 
moral nature upon the public conduct. 
It is doubtful if the moral quality of 
public action ever before stood out so 
conspicuously and dominantly.’’ 

At the conclusion of the banquet the 
president and party were driven to the 
Station and shortly after 1 o'clock the 
special train started for Washington. 

Judge Day on McKinley. 

Judge Day said in part: 

“We commemorate today the birth of a 
great American, Though gone from us, 
he has left the imperishable memory of 
his character and deeds. His life is a 
part of the history of his time. The 
great things he wrought have left their 
imprints upon his country’s destiny and 
have written hiss name among the im- 
mortals. To the most of those who 
gather about this board tonight it was 
given to Know and to love William Mc- 
Kinley. This city was his home. To have 
Known William McKinley was a constant 
lesson in devotion to public duty and 
cheerful constaney in upright living. He 
never forgot the friends of his early 
manhood. From the highest places his 
eyes turned fondly to the ‘white porch 
of his home.’ He often declared that the 
good will and approval of those who 
best Knew him was dearer to him than 
the highest earthly honor. 

In its domestic peace and comfort he 
had hoped to pass the remainder of his 
days when the cares of office should be 
raid aside, William McKinley’s most 
precious legacy to mankind is the exam- 
ple of his Hfe and character. He ful- 
filled to the ideal Cardinal Newman's 
definition of a gentleman—‘he never in- 
flicted pain.’ His duty clear, he never 
shirked a responsibility, however grave. 
He was possessed of a sublime courage, 
sustained by an unquestioning faith In 
his God that did not falter in the pres- 
ence of death. This country has not 
lacked high-minded and able men to 
serve her in time of need; it did not 
lack such a one when our great leader 
fell. Under his guidance the country 
is still advancing in prosperity and se- 
curity at home and respect abroad. There 
is no man better fitted to portray the 
great character iff whose honor we as- 
semble tonight. It is a_ privilege to 
present to vou to respond to the first 
Sentiment ‘William McKinley’ Theodore 
Roosevelt, president of the United States.’’ 

In thanking President Roosevelt for his 
speech, Judge Day said that by it “a 
classic ha& been added to the literatuge 
of eulegy.”’ 

Secretary of War Elihu Root responded 
to the toast, “The Army.”

TO Bt ADVANCED 


Spinners Agree - To Raise 
Prices Ten Per Cent 


Meeting at Charlotte Represented 
Half of Southern Spindles—State- 
ment Issued Showing New 


Scale of Prices 
in Effect.

Charlotte, N. C., January 27.—Cotton 
yarn spinners representing, it is stated, 
half the spindles of the south, held a 
conference here today and tonight, and 
agreed upon a schedule advancing the 
price of yarns an average of 10 per cent. 

The representatives of three commis- 
sion houses from Philadelphia and New 
York, who were present and conferred 
with the mill men, gave it as their opin- 
ion that the prices may be a little high 
for the present market, but that buyers 
will] soon acquiesce in the new figures. 
At the conclusion of the meeftng the fo!- 
lowing was issued: 

“Ata called meeting of the yarn spin 
ners held in this city today, called by a 
few cotton varn manufacturers they bes 
to advise the following facts were de- 
veloped: 

“That there was absolutely no stock 
on hand, either at the mills or in the 
hands of their several agents; that the 
mills represented were sold ahead on an 
average of six weeks and that the de- 
mand for all counts of yarns greatly ex- 
ceeds the possible production. The above 
facts were obtained from representa- 
tives of 300,000 spindles and therefore can 
justly be construed as showing the true 
condition of the cotton yarn industry at 
present. This meeting unanimously sue- 
gested the following range of prices, 
which they know to be easily obtainable 
and believe that they are wisely counsel- 
ling their associates not to oversell, even 
at these prices, which they confidently 
expect to see advanced in the near fu- 
ture:

IN QUAY'S GRIP. 
SFAATE. IS. HELD 


Pennsylvanian Showing His Power 
on the Statehood Bill 


He Secures Another Test Vote on the 
Measure, Which Shows He Has 
a Majority — Republicans 
Angered by the Tac- 
tics of Quay. 


Washington, January 27.—Senator Quay 
made an effort today ‘to hold the senate 
in continuous session to consider the 
statehood bill,. but failed to hold a quo- 
rum and was compelled on that account 
to allow the senate ¢o0 adjoufn at 6:20 
p. m. He secured another ballot, how- 
ever, to test the sentiment of the senate, 
the vote standing 17 to 29 in his favor. 
The day was spent in consideration of 
the statehood bill, with the exception 
of an hour devoted to a speech by Mr. 
Scott, of West Virginia, on the pension 
laws. The feature of the statehood bill 
under special consideration today was 
the Arizona refunding proposition. It 
was charged that the territory sought to 
repudiate bonds held by Hon. Bird S8. 
Coler, late democratic candidate for goy- 
ernor in New York state. | 

This brought on an acrimonious debate 
between Senator Quay and Senator Bev- 
eridge and other opponents of the omni- 
bus statehood bill. 

Finally Mr. Beveridge suggested that it 
was time for adjournment. He said Mr. 
Lodge had intended to address the sen- 
ate today, but had left the chamber and 
desired to go on tomorrow.He would then, 
Mr. Beveridge said, be able to go on and 
legitimate debate could continue. If, 
however, there was to be a night ses- 
sion and a test of physical endurance he 
would not resist. 

The opposition would not, however, In 
that. event go on with legitimate argu- 
ment, but would call for a quorum every 
five minutes, 


Lodge Attacks Quay. 

Mr. Quay responded that he did desire 
a night session, but said it was for the 
purpose of making progress with the bill 
and not for the purpose of inviting a test 
of physical endurance. 

Mr. Lodge made an appeal for adjourn- 
ment until tomorrow. He said that any 
effort at unusual methods would be mat 
by obstruction. ‘‘And no one,”’ he added, 
“knows more about such methods of ob- 
struction than the senator from Penn- 
Sylvania.”” He then retalled Mr. Quay’s 
long speech in opposition to the Wilson- 
Gorman tariff bill, saying the speech 
was so powerful that a mere look at 
the manuscript was sufficient to secure 
the amendments. Mr. Quay. wanted Mr. 
Lodge to narrate how he one day had 
come into the capitol and found Mr. 
Quay walking up and down the corridor 
smoking a cigar. 

“What is going on?” I asked. “I am 
making a speech,” replied Mr. Quay. “‘l 
went on to the chamber,” continued Mr. 
Lodge, “and found the senator from 
iNew tlampshire (Mr. Gallinger) reading 
the speech of the senator from Pennsy]- 
vania, while the latter was taking a 
much needed rest.’’ 

Several senators friendly to the bill said 
that reports were current that no vote 
was to be allowed on the bill and made 
appeals to fix a day for a vote. 

,The requests were not acceded to by 
the opposition. Mr. Quay asked for the 
ayes and noes on the motion to adjourn, 
and the vote resulted in the defeat of the 
motion by 17 to 29. Mr. Scott (W. Va.) 
moved to go into executive session. The 
ballot stood 10 to 27, not a quorum, where- 
upon Mr. Quay himself moved that the 
day adojurn, giving notice that tomorrow 
he would ask for continuous session. Ac- 
cordingly at 6:22 the senate adjourned. 

Work of the House. 

Washington, January 27.—The house de- 
voted the day to bills reported from the 
judiciary committee, passing about 
twenty. One was to cure the defect in the 
Wilson act exposed by the original pack- 
age decision of the supreme court by 
making intoxicating liquors imported in- 
to states subject to the jurisdiction of 
such states. The bill is designed to pre- 
vent evasion of the local law under the 
original package decision in prohibition 
States. The other bill is the senate bill 
to increase the salaries of federal judges. 
It raises the salaries of the chief justice 
of the supreme court to $13,000, the asso- 
clate justices to $12,500, circuit judges to 
$7,000, district judges to $6,000, the chief 
justice of:the court of claims to $6,500, 
associate justices to $6,000 and the jus- 
tices of the supreme court of the district 
of Columbia to $6,000. The house voted 
down an amténdment offered by Mr. Ran- 
dall, of Texas,:.to prohimt federal judges 
from accepting free transportation from 
railroads or telegraph or telephone 
tranks. 

A bill was passed to fix the times for 
holding court in the western district of 
Virginia. The house adjourned until to- 
morrow.

MCLURE PLEADS 
CAUSE OF UNION

Spiriled Address: on Proposed 
Statue to General Lee 


Famous Philadelphia Journulist 
Tells Why Statue of the Con- 
federacy’s Hero Should Be 
Placed on Gettysburg 
Battle Field. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 27.—In the 
presence of the full membership of the 
house of representatives and a crowded 
gallery, Colonel A. K,. McClure, of Phil- 
adelphia, tonight delivered an address in 
support of the proposition that the states 
of Pennsylvania and Virginia should join 
hands im erecting an equestrian statue 
of Generela Robert EK. Lee, on Seml- 
nery Hill, of the battle field of Gettys- 
burg. 

A bill appronvriating $20,000 contingent 
on the condition that Virginia appropri- 
ates a like amount, has been introduced 
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COLONEL A. K. M’CLURE, 

Who Spoke Yesterday Before the 
Pennsylvania Legislature in Be- 
half of Plan to Erect Statue to 
General Lee. 
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in the legislature and is now in the com- 
mittee on appropriations. Tonight's 
meeting was in the form of a hearing on 
the bill, with Colonel McClure and Judge 
John Stewart, of Franklin county, as the 
principal speakers. Judge Stewart spoke 
against the bill. Among the great crowd 
which heard the speakers were many 
prominent members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic from al] over the state, 
Judges and state officials. 

Colonel McClure, in his address, said 
he did not plead the cause of the con- 
federacy, _but, on the other hand, he 
pleaded the cause of the union—the com- 
mon union. He wanted-to make the bat- 
tle field of Gettysburg: worthy of the na- 
tion.. It should im ‘itself tell its own 
story, He pictured the monuments and 
tablets on Cemetery Hill, which tell in 
every detail the story of the union side 
of that great pvattle. Across the fields 
on Seminary Ridge, he said, the story 
of the other side should be told in mon- 
ument and tablet. They should not be 
placed there as a tribute to the rebellion, 
but as a triPute to the blue and gray. 


Colonel McClure’s Address. 

“IT come before you, not to plead the 
cause of the confederacy; it is crystallized 
in history, and adds luster to the annals 
of American heroism, I come to plead the 
cause of the union, the great republic 
of the world. It is today not only a 
union of states, but a union of hearts 
and homes, whose flag floats over the 
noblest and happiest people in the 
world, and now extends to the West In- 
dies and the Orient. 

“The bill now under consideration pro- 
poses that the state of Pennsylvania, in 
cooperation with the state of Virginia, 
shall provide for the erection of an 
equestrian statue of General Robert E. 
Lee on the battlefield of Gettysburg. 
You may ask why should Pennsylvania 
take the lead in placing a statue oi Gen- 
eral Lee on Seminary Hill? I answer that 
the battlefield of Gettysburg is an in- 
tegral part of Pennsylvania. While it 
belongs to the nation as a battlefleld, it 
belongs to us as an inseparable part of 
ourselves, and to whatever extent it 
shall be made an honor to the nation it 
must be even to a ereater extent an 
honor-to Pennsylvania.” 

Continuing, Colonel McClure enumer-\ 
ated the number of monuments to Iindi- 
vidual heroes and those erected in mem- 
ory of brigade and regimental struggles. 
“But confederate avenue,” he added, ‘“‘is 
monumentless, with only simple tablets 
to tell that the warriors of the great 
army who wore the gray there dared 
and died with equal heroism in defense of 
their convictions, Is this a just contri- 
bution to history? Is it just to Penn- 
sylvania? Is it just to the people of the 
union?’ 

Equal Valor of Combatants. ’ 

In this same connection, Colonel Mce- 
Clure proceeded to state that the visitor 
from a foreign land, in studying the bat- 
tlefield, must be impressed with the equal 
valor of the forces engaged, and would 
certainly inquire why one side of them 
was given imperishable monuments, while 
the other, in which skilled and valiant 
chieftains, who gave over 20,000 of their 
heroes to the dead and wounded of the 
battle, was left unmarked. ‘““Viewed from 
the standpoint of the tempered passions 
of the present, does not the battlefield 
of Gettysburg now stand as a colossal 
monument, teaching the gospel of hate? 
Legislators, soldiers, patriots of Penn- 
sylvania, how can such a monument en- 
dure when hate has perished? 

“With thé equestrian statue of Gen- 
eral Lee placed on Seminary Hill by the

plete story of all, many of them des- 
perate’ battles within themselves which 
strewed the field with the dead and 
wounded of both flags.”’ 

Speaking of Pennsylvania’s responsi- 
bility in regard to the proposed monu- 
ment, Colonel McClure stated:-‘‘Until this 
duty shall be performed the battlefield 
of Gettysburg will be regarded by every 
fair-minded and patriotic visitor as un- 
true in its records and unfaithful to its 
obligations.”’ 

Bravery of Southern Soldiers. 

Later in his address the speaker ex- 
patiated at some length on the great 
achievements of southern soldiers and pa- 
triots in the cause of American liberty, in 
the war of 1812, and made special refer- 
ence to the well-deserved glory attained 
by Lee in the Mexican war. He also re- 
viewed the importance to both federal 
and confederate forces concerning the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, stating that both armies 
lcoked upon the result as of almost a 
deciding issue of the war. In this same 
connection he took up the matter of the 
battle in detail, giving equal honor and 
equal praise to the commanders and men 
of the line of the opposing forces. “Ap- 
pomattox,”’ he said, ‘‘was simply the echo 
of Gettysburg. If ycu ask why this hope- 
less struggle was continued and many 
bloody battles fought after Gettysburg, I 
answer that it was because the warriors 
in gray were Americars. They believed 
in the sovereignty of the commenwealth. 
It was taught them by Jefferson and 
Madison in the resolutions of 1798, which, 
though ably disputed, were never over- 
thrown. After Gettysburg, like the Spar- 
tans, they fought and died in obedience to 
their laws. That they were in error has 
been declared by the arbitrament of the 
sword, and they have accepted that judg- 
ment as only Americans could have ac- 
cepted it. They were Americans then in 
the flame of fraternal conflict; they are 
Americans today, and as loyal to the flag 
as are the men who wore the blue.’’ 

Southerners as Statesmen. 

In the course of his address Colonel Mc- 
Clure spoke of the great part played by 
southerners in the s¢rates and cabinets 
during the yeafs since the war. He also 
referred to the tremendous impression 
made upon him in reunions of the blue 
and gray, on which oceasions there was 
not the slightest vestige of sectional feel- 
ing, but rather the fraternal friendship 
such as only Americans can share. In 
regard to the Spanish-American war, he 
heaped the highest ecomiums of praise 
upon southerners who had done so much 
to bring the struggle to a clcse. 

In his >ulogy of Lee he said: 

“The nineteenth century produced five 
great commanders, whose names are in- 
effaceably crystalized in history—Napo- 
leon, Wellington, Von Moltke, Grant and 
Lee. Lee's character may be summed up 
in this brief sentence: ‘A model soldier; 
a Christain gentleman.’ He was one of 
the gentlest and most chivalrous of men 
from the beginning of our civil war until 
bis death He ever taught as Lincoln 
taught, ‘with malice toward none; with 
charity for all;’ and with the fierce as- 
saults made upon him tn the passions of 
the conflict he never uttered a single 
sentence of resentment, and no act or 
order of Lee violated the acceptable 
principle of human warfare.” 

Vision of the Future. 

“When we shall appreciate American 
heroism as:the world now appreciates it, 
there will be erected at Gettysburg a 
single monument near the Bloody Angle, 
and on its northern face will be the name 
of Cushing; on its southern face, the 
rame of Armistead; on the eastern side, 
where the morning sun will throw its 
first light upon it, will be this inscription: 
‘The high-water mark of American hero- 
ism in our civil war,’ and on the western 
side, where the last rays of each dying 
day may fall upon it, will be the inscrip- 
tion of the monument to Montcalm and 
Wolfe at Quebec, ‘Valor gave a united 
death, history a united fame, posterity ¢ 
united mopument.’ ”’ 

Concluding, Colonel McClue said in ref- 
erence to the proposed monument and the 
plan of erecting confederate monuments 
at Gettysburg: 

‘“T want the battle fleld not only to tell 
the story of the battle, but I want it to 
impress upon all those who should ever 
visit it that the civil war made us a 
Letter, a mightier and a more progperous 
people, north and south, than we ever 
could have been with perpetual sectional 
discord arising from the conflict of siave 
and free labor.”

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CRAZY WOMEN BURN 
TO DEATH IN LONDON

Fifty-two Inmates of Insane Asylum Charred--Over 
Five Hundred of the Patients Were Removed 
in Safety--Asylum a Trap. 


London, January 27.—Fifty-two insane 
patients, all women, were burned to 
death by a fire at the Colney Hatch 
asylum ‘this morning. 

The outbreak occurred 
wing of the institution. 
spread with great rapidity, and before 
they could be got under control, five 
wooden buildings, including dormitortes 
and the doctors’ apartments, were gutted. 

All the efforts of the officials were di- 
rected to removing the insane inmates, 
but the latter became wild with excite- 
ment and so panic-stricken that not only 
were they unable to help themselves, but 
greatly impeded the operations of those 
trying to save them. 

There were nearly six hundred women 
in the burned annex at the time the fire 
was discovered, and most of them were 
safely transferred to the main building, 
which was uninjured, 

All “the victims were lunatics. Thetr

charred remains presented a horrifying 


spectacle. The asylum was besieged by 
anxious relatives or friends of the pa- 
tients, who arrived from all quarters, 
Pitiable scenes were witnessed as weep- 
ing men and women left the premises 
after ascertaining that relatives or friends 
had perished in the flames. The nurses 
had a terrible experience in trying to 
assist the insane people, who were so 
panic-stricken that they had literally ‘to 
be driven to a place of. safety. 

The inflammable premises almost imme- 
diately became a furnace. Nothing was 
left standing. The corrugated fron roofs 
of the dormitories and the bedsteads of 
the patients were melted by the intense 
heat. Some of the lunatics were burned 
in their beds and the charred remains 
of others were found huddled together 
in corners, while groups of partially con- 
sumed bodies on the site of the corridors 
showed that many persons lost their 
lives, and sacrificed those of others in 
their frantic efforts to force a passage 
through the flames to the main building.

residents of the cotton belt: 

Sr. Peralta y Melgares, who resides 
in Guanabacoa, hay, with what assistance 
I have been able to render him, been 
carrying on experiments in cotton, and 
has planted almost all known varieties. 
He has about two acres and @ half of sea 
island cotton, planted in September; its 
bolls are just now beginning to open, 
which shows with what raplity sea 
island cotton matures in this country. 
In the states short cotton would hardly 
have matured so rapidly. Many of the 
stalks in-this Httle farm sare actually 
breaking down under their loads of 
fruit, and still it Is putting on more. It 
is blooming as industriously as if it was 
the month of June instead of January. 

Mr. Floyd's letter is enthusiastic, 
but at the same time it seems to be 
very conservative. There is little doubt 
but Cuba has a great future in long 
staple cetton, if she makes the most of 
her natural blessings. The concluding 
paragraph of the letter referred to is 
far from reassuring to the south: 

When it Is fully realized by the Cubans 
what a splendid opportunity they have In 
the extensive production of cotton and 
they begin to plant millions of acres of 
idle lands in cotton, producing her several 
millions of bales each year, the United 
States will find her a very dangerous 
rival, and will either be forced to admit 
her sugar free so as to make it more 
profitable to raise sugar than to raise cot- 
was, or to suffer dils-

The Post-Check System. 

The postoffice committee of the low- 
er house of congress has now under 
consideration the much discussed post- 
check currency Dill, and it is earn 
estly to be hoped that out of the in 
vestigation will evolve, if not this par 
ticular bill, a measure embracing sub 
stantially the same provisions. The 
demand for a popular medium of cur- 
rency exchange is unequivocal and in- 
sistent, and the wonder is that so sim. 
ple a reform has not come sooner. 

Before a subcommittee of the house 
postoffice committee, Auditor. H. A. 
Castle, of the postoffice department, 
and Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Madden recently gave their opin- 
ion as to the necessity and probable 
working of the postal-check system. 
Mr. Castle showed the money order 
system to be exceedingly complicated, 


notwithstanding the fact that the val- |

In time past some little investigation 
was made of the island’s great possi- 
bilities in this respect, but the planters 
Were wedded to sugar cane and tobacco 
and it was considered less profitable 
to grow the fleecy staple. Since the 
decline of the sugar industry, however, 
cotton would be the more profitable 
crop, if all that is said of the success 
of experiments in this line is true. 

Just before the American civil war, 
when cotton was king, the governor 
general of Cuba established a cotton 
experiment station near Havana, with 
a seventy-saw gin. The report of the 
expert in chaige of the investigation

It read like a pipe-dream tale of Inca 
gold. Senor Hose Maria Dan, the ex- 
pert in question, officially declared 
that sea island cotton would produce 
an average of 500 bolls to the stalk in 
Cuba, the average weight of lint cot- 
ton derived from each boll being 6) 
grains. He gravely estimated, on this 
basis, that a caballeria of land (33 1-2 
acres), under average conditions, and 
given average cultivation, would pro- 
duce 303,719 pounds of lint cotton, 
worth 10 cents a pound, giving a gross 
value of $30,371, or equivalent to 
$911.13 per acre. 

And yet, today, Mr. John A. Floyd, 
an American cotton grower of experi- 
ence, who has been making thorough 
experiments with long-staple cotton in 
Cuba, writes The Havana Post that he 
has seen and can show several stalks 
of cotton with over a thousand bolls 
each, However, Mr. Floyd, while ad- 
mitting having seen hundreds of cot: 
ton plants in Cuba containing over 500 
bolls.each, declares that number to be 
preposterously high as an average. He 
cites the case of Mr. Truitt, of La- 
Grange, Ga., who some years ago pro- 
duced four bales of sea island cotton 
to the acre in Cuba. An expert in 
this variety of cotton sent from the

After de- 
tailing the serious defects of the pres- 
ent system, Auditor Castle warmly 
commended the proposed post-check 
currency plan, saying, among other 
things: 

The post-check system would displace 
many of the smaller orders which are 
the most unprofitable and aggravating to 
Jeal with. The voiume of the money or- 
| der issues would be somewhat reduced; 
least its enormous growth would be 
checked. In my opinion there still would 
be enough in the money order business 
for the postal service to take care of. 


Mr. Madden gave the most succinct 


comprehensive synopsis of the post- 
check scheme we have ever heard, and 
coming from. such an acknowledged 
postal authority, his unqualified in- 
dorsement is worth much in the agita 
tion for this reform. He said: 

The theory of the post-check notes is 
that a man has them on hand in the cur- 
rent money which he carries in his pock- 
et. There will be nothing else in the way 
of smail bills. The money orders for 
sums of less than $5 would probably be 
taken ont of the money order system. 
Each man would have his own mone’ 
crder cn hard if he had a one-dellar bi.! 
or a two-dollar bill or a five-dollar bill 
which he might wish to transmit. All 
the mnoney of those denominations would 
be in the form of post-check notes and 
would pass current as money until con- 
verted into checks by indorzement. 
When indorsed they are good only to the 
person named. These post-check notes 
would constantly flow in and out of the 
treasury and there would be no appreci- 
able eccntraction. 

No one can foresee what will arise in 
actual practice, but I am unable to see 
wherein the post-clfeck would not work 
with entire smoot*ness and without com- 
plications. There is ncwhere near 18 
much complicatiIn in workieg the post- 
check as there is with the present money 
order system. The additional werk thet 
would be entailed upon the treasury de- 
partment is not, t» my mind, a serious or 
tenable objection. 

A system so poorly adapted to the 
business requirements of the country 
and so burdensome to the government 
as is the money order system would 
seem to have little to commend its 
continued use for the remittance of the 
smaller amounts. It would seem that 
a measure of such intrinsic and plainly 
apparent merit must appeal to the 
good judgment of congressmen, when 
explained on its merits. There can be 
little doubt that public sentiment, es 
pecially in the world of business, is 
practically a uni for a postal-check 
currency, whether the system proposed 
or some other. The principle is a 
sound one and the need undoubted. 

It is reported that treasury depart- 
ment influence is being exerted against 
the passage of the pending bill, mainly 
on the ground that the constant re- 
newal of currency notes of the smaller 
denominations would involve a tremen 
dous: increase of labor in that depart: 
ment. While this may be true, in a 
limited degree, an infinitely greater 
saving of labor would be made in the 
postal service.

Editor Constitution—Your paper of De- 
cember 24, 1902, has been sent me by an 
American friend. On page 6, 1 notice a 
letter from Mr. Arthur Crief criticising 
an article published in one of our leads 
ing magazines. I1 trust you will allow 
me to protest against the assumption 
that we Englisa look upon the alleged 
decrease in number of the “true Ameri- 
cans” with “smug satisfaction.’’

Satan and Santa Claus. 

Editor Constitution: In the report in 
The Constitution of a sermon delivered 
by Rev. N. H. McGlaughlin on the per- 
sonality of the devil occur these state- 
ments: 

“It is certain that whoever tries to 
prove that the devil is a person has un- 
dertaken a difficult task. * * ® Be- 
cause I speak of ‘Santa Claus’ and ‘Rob- 
inson Crusoe,’ must I be held to believe 
that they were veritable persons? *,* * 
The @evil is a personification of ev l."” 

By way of testing the Santa Claus 
theory of Satan—which seems to be pop- 
ular with many advocates of the “ad- 
vanced religious thought’’—let us meta- 
phrase a few passages of Scripture on the 
‘principal of evil’ plan. 

“Then was Jesus led up of the spirit 
into the wilderness to be tempted of the 
principal of evil.’ 

“Then the principal of evil taketh hfm 
up into the holy city.” 

“Again the principal of evil taketh him 
up into an exceeding high mountain” 

“Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee 
hence, principal of evil” 

“Then the principal of evil 
him, and behold, angels came, 

“Be vigilant, because your adversary. 
the principal of evil, walketh about, as 
a roarfng lion, seeking whom he may 
devour.” (It is a new revelation of the 
possibfities of the human tongue when 
a principal .of evil can be presented as 
walking, seeking and devouring.) 

“He that committeth sin is of the prin- 
cipal of. evil, for the principal of evil 
sinneth from the beginning. For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that He might destroy the works of the 
principal of evfl.’’ 

‘And He satd unto them. T behold the 
principal of evil, as lightning falls from 
heaven." 

‘Again. there was a day when the 
sons of God came to present themselves 
before the Lord, and the principal of 
evil came also among them to present 
himself (or ‘itself’) before the Vord.”’ 

But if Satan is a principal of evil, why 
not God a principal of goog? There is 
just as much Scriptural evidence for the 
personality of Satan as there is for the 
personality of God, if there {s any mean- 
ing in language. at all. We would then 
need a. newly revised version, which 
would start out as follows: 

“And the principal of good 
us make man in our own 
our likeness."’ 

“So the principal of good created man 
in its own image. in the image of the 
principal of good created it it.’ 

If we can juggle with human language 
in this way we emasculate {t of all viril- 
itv and reduce it to the jarson of apes. 

The only way to prove that the Scrip- 
tures don’t recognize the personality of 
Satan is to prove that there are no Scrip- 
tures at all. or else deny their authority 
in toto. There are some things to which 
the reductio ad absurdam process is too 
feeble to apply. Some of the “higher 
processes"’ of modern critics are so high 
as to be entirely out of reach of the 
ordinary mental caliber, especially of that 
of one who cannot speak with the au- 
thority of a D.D. or a reverend, but sim- 
ply as a plain commercial traveler.

As was predicted in The Constitution 
yesterday morning, Fulton’s grand jury 
for the fall term of the court in its final 
report to Judge Lumpkin made radical 
recommendations in regard to illegality 
‘in theematter of drawing pensions in the 


contains an 


| county. ws 

| «It is charged in the presentments that 
/'some who are claiming to be veterans 
and are not such are drawing pensions; 
‘that wealthy men are drawing pensions; 
that widows who are not entitled to pen- 
‘sions are being paid by the state, and 


| the general charge is made that many, 


both widows and veterans, do not re- 


gard the law in the matter of getting 


their affidavits signed. 

It is recommended by the grand jury 
that the pension laws of Georgia be 
materially chayged, and the form of the 
law which it is thought will remedy the 
evil is given in the report. 

Concerning pensions the 
said in part as follows: 

“This jury has given more of its time 
and thought to the consideration of this 
subject than to any other, in view of 
the fact that the roll is growing rapidly, 
this year requiring the large sum of 
$870,000 to meet its requirements, and 
further in view of the fact that in our 
opinion many pensioners are on the rolls 
illegally. 

‘The true and faithful confederate sol- 
diers of Georgia have adorned the pages 
cf our state's history as no class of our 
‘citizens have done. Their cheerful en- 
|durance and their fearful wounds all ap- 
| peal to our pride and patriotism, and 
row in their feetle and declinig old age. 
and with many in abject poverty, cur 
hearts are touched with tenderest pity 
and brotherly s:ove for them, and we feel 
a sacred obligation resting upon us, not 
only to properly care for them, but a 
spirit welling up in our hearts to do su 
liberally and lovingly. 

Should Pension Only Indigents. 

“There are two classes of these old 
| soldier »-those who are comfortable and 
those who are indigent. It is to the !fat- 
ter, and to the indigent widoWs of ihese 
soldiers alone, that the state should give 
pensions, and to these indigent men and 
women the state should if necessary give 
more liberally than heretofore. But to 
the soldiers and widows who are more 
fortunate and who are not indigent pen- 
sions should not be allowed. The com- 
missioner of pensions reported last year 
that there were in the four classes of 
pensioners 880 persons enrolled from Ful- 
ton county alone, and that these were 
drawing $52,605 annually. Of these, 214 
maimed draw $12,645; 368 indigent soldiers 
draw $22,080; 174 widows of soldiers killed 
Or Wounded draw $1),440, and 124 Indigent 
widgws draw $7,440. 

“By the eourtesy of Commissioner 
Lindsey we have inspected many of the 
applications filec in his office from Ful 
ton county and we regret to have to re- 
port that many Irregularities in these 
SpplicationsS exist aid many are draw- 
ing pensions illegally. Section 1254, ‘Pen- 
sions to Aged and Infirm ‘Confederate 
Soldiers.’ We fizd enroi'e] under this 
section the names of sixty-one persons 
who state that they did service in other 
than companies and regiments from Geor- 
gia. 

“This section was amended by act of 
1897, page 104, as follows: ‘Provided, the 
services of such soldier was rendered as a 
member of a Georgia regiment or com- 
pany and the applicant for pensions is 
otherwise entitled to the same under 
the various pension laws.’ 

“Tt seems clear to our minds that these 
are drawing pens}ons contrary to law, 
and have been doing so any way since 
1897. In fact, the commissioner of pen- 
sions in his annual report to the goy- 
ernor for 1902 says of the indigent sol- 
diers roll for 1902: ‘This roll embraced 
all soldiers who performed ag much as 
six months’ actual military duty in the 
army of the confederate states, or in the 
organized militia of Georgia,’ etc. 

“We find in five cases proof by only one 
physician is given and in other cases 
proof by physicians from otaer counties. 

Were Not Soldiers. 

“We find some names enrolled who 
have never enlisted in the army, but sim- 
ply worked in some shop, mill or foun- 
dry where army supplies were made vo: 
they were members of a city fire de- 
partment. Some are enrolled as navy

men and while these may be legal pen- 
sioners still the law seems to apply only 
to those wao ‘enlisted as soldiers.’ 

“Section 1255 reads: Each applicant 
shall make oath before the ordinary of 
his own county.’ We find that in some in. 
stances residents of other counties have 
made their applications in Fulton. 

“Our time limited us to the examina- 
tion of applications only back to 1896 in 
this class. Section 1262: ‘Widows of Geor- 
gia confederate’ soldiers, who died in 
service or since from wounds.’ We find 
the names of twenty-four persons in this 
case whose husbands enlisted from other 
states than from Georgia. We think 
these are drawing pensions illegally. 

“Section 2 provides that she snall make 


proper proof ‘that she is the widow of an 


ex-oonfederate soldier who volunteered 
either in the regular service of the or- 
ganized: militia of the state of Georgia, 
during the civil war. 

“It is not clear to our minds taat wi- 
dows of Georgia soldiers only are eligibie 
under this law as pensioners, but inas- 
much as widows of Georgia soldiers only 
in the other class under section 1262 are 
eligible, and also the act of December, 
1897, amending section 1264, confined that 
class of indigent soldiers and widows of 
confederate soldiers who were members 
of Georgia regiments or companies. We 
are of the opinion that this class should 
be confined to widows of Georgia sol- 
diers. 

“We find ‘taat eleven widows of sol- 
diers from other states are enrolled as 
pensioners in this county of this class. 

“Acting under the authority given us, 
we had brought before us by subpoena 
a number of witnesses of applications for 
pensions in Fulton and after careful ex- 
aminations we find that many of these 
acted on hearsay that taey knew littie 
or nothing of the applicants in time of 
war, nor do thay know of their cond 
tion now. 


Wealthy Men Draw Pensions. 

“Other witnesses testify that pensioners 
have ample means of support and that 
they witnessed their applications as a 
favor. We do not know these pensioners 
or their witnesses. 

“Any confederate soldier who 
from any state, if he has resided in Geor- 
gia twelve montys ptior. to making his 
applications, it seems is entitled to draw 
a pension if he is the wealthiest citizen 
in the state, and aas the largest income 
he is entitled to a pension, and many in 
Fulton county are drawing pensions not 
withstanding they are men of large 
means. 

‘This is wrong, and we are of the 
opinion that existing pension laws 
should be repealed and another law en- 
acted granting pensions only to indigent 
soldiers and indigent widows of soldiers, 
and we request our senators and repre- 
sentatives in the legislature to use their 
influence to this end. 


New Law Recommended. 


“We recommend a new law as follows: 

“The judge of the superior court each 
year in each county over which he pre- 
sikles to designate double the number of 
grand jurors as the county has repre- 
sentatives in the legislature, and one 
physician. who shall constitute an ex- 
amininge board for that year, and before 
whom applicants for pensions and present 
pensioners shall go each year and make 
positive proof as to service in the army. 
and who shall be identified by affidavit 
of two reputable witnesses who are per- 
ronally known to the board, and who 
shall testify to the truth of the state- 
ments made hv applicant. 

“The board's anvroval shall he given 
to each pension. No one shall receive a 
pension who is the owner af property. 
personal and real, which has a cash value 
of S600.

“Indicent confederate soldiers or Geor- 
gia soldiers. or indigent widows of such 
soldiers who have not an income of $1 
shall unon satisfactorv proof and annli- 
cation thereof be entitled to a pension 
yearly of $6). 

“Tf such indigent soldier has lost the 
sieht of both eves. or bhoth hands, or 
hoth feet. or one hand or one foot. he 
shall he entitled to $99 additional. or $159. 

“Tf such indigent soldier has lost one 
hand or one foot. or one eve, or is suffer- 
ine from disabline wounds. he shall be 
entitled to $49 additional. or $1. 

“Provided. however, that no one shall 
receive a pension unless he enlisted from 
Georgia in a Georgia company or regi- 
ment in the confederate army or navy, or 
in the state troops. or was a commis- 
sioned officer from Georgia. or is the 
widow of sueh a soldier or satlor. and was 
married to him prior to April.

Roster Must Be Kept. 
‘‘A complete roster of all the 
soldiers and sailors shall be made and 
kept in the office of the commissioner of 
pensions, and no pension shall be paid 
except to those whose names appear 
thereon and who served six months or 
more.”

Five Hundred Men, Women and Children Hold Up 
Train and Carry Away Five Cars of Anthracite. 
Women Lead the Attack on Train. 


Chicago, January 27.—A mob of nearly 
five hundred men, women and boys held 
up a Chicago and Northwestern coal train 
at Webster avenue, on the Wisconsin Ceh. 
tral division, and carried away the con- 
tents of five cars before dispersed by the 
Women led the attack, uncoupling 
the cars in & number of places and intim- 
idating the train crew. For three hours 
traffic was suspended, while the mob in- 
creased to more than a thousand persons. 
A riot call was turned in and order final- 
ly restored. Three women and two men 
were arrested, but the menacing attitude

cf the crowd caused the women to be 
quickly released. 

The city of Chicago today began sup- 
plying coal to those who are willing to 
pay for the fuel they want. but who can- 
not pay the extortionate prices demand- 
ed by the retailers. 

At the outset only one ton of coal will 
be sold to any person, and that person 
must be a stockholder, Less than a ton 
will be sold at ton rates. It was esti- 
mated by the commission that persons 
buying coal at basket rates were paying at 
the rate of $20 a ton for coal. The first 
care of the commission will be to supply 
these people.

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GIVE US COAL 
AND THAT QUICK 


Convention To Consider the 
Situation in Session at 
Washington. 


Washington, January 27.—The “Get- 
Coal’ convention called at a recent meet- 


ing in Detroit assembled here today, a. 


little less than two score delegates from 
a number of large cities being present. 

The Key note of the addresses was criti- 
cism_of the federal officials for not en- 
forcing the anti-frust laws against those 
responsible for the coal shortage. The 
convention was called to order by Mayor 
Maybury, of Detroit, and Senator Mason, 
of Illinois, president. 

Mr. Maybury charged that the coal op- 
erators in the various cities have con- 
spired together to limit the supply and 
raise the price of coal. 

Representative Gaines, of Tennessee, 
criticised the president and the attorney 
general and the district courts here for 
not enforcing the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the interstate commerce law against 


the coal monopolies. He suggested that 


the people of this city petition the district 
judges to enforce the law, and said if the 
laws cannot be enforced ‘‘we can then 
see about impeaching the officials who 
fail of their duty.” 

The convention at its evening session 
adopted a series of resolutions calling 
for remedial action by the proper officers 
of the government from the existing 
conditions. These resolutions are pre- 
faced by a _ preliminary statement and 
long series of declarations. The declara- 
tions set out xnat it is the opinion of 
the convention .hat contracts, combina- 
tions in the form of trusts and conspir- 
acies exists in restrain of trade and re- 
«triction of competition in trade, espe- 
cially in the production, transportation, 
distribution and saie of coal; that com- 
binations, agreements and conspiracies 
exist between many of the transporta- 
tion companies, whereby special rates, 
rebates and drawhacks are allowed to 
some shippers which are denied to oth- 
ers. and that pools and combinations 
exist for the purpose and with the 
effect of restricting competition and en- 
hancing the cost of fuel; that such con- 
tracts constitute an open and palpable 
violation of the interstate commerce act, 
and are .in violation of the anti-trust 
act; that adequate power is vested jn 
the United States courts to restrain un- 
lawful and criminal doings and prac- 
tices and to dissolve such illegal combi- 
ations. 
— resolutions call upon the president 
tg, direct the attorney general to institute 
proceedings in the United States camirts 
to restrain illezal combinations and that 
the president direct the interstate com- 
merce commission to inquire into rates 
and rebates and to apply for injunctigns 
to restrain further abuses.

Philadelphia, January 27.—Considerable 
progress was made today by the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission, and it is 
probable that the independent operators 
will have concluded their cases by to- 
morrow. The Reading company will fol- 
low ang will occupy the attention of the 
commission during the remainder of the 
week. ¥he testimony presented today was 
varied and interesting, an important wit- 
ness being Albert C. Leisenring, superin- 
tendent of the Upper Lehigh Coal Com- 
pany. Mr. Leisenrmng said he believed 
the meeting of employer and employee 
to be beneficial to both parties, and when 
asked if he preferred to allow his mine 
to fill with water rather than grant his 
men an eight hour working day, he sald 
he would rather not break the classified 
rates, not on his own account, however. 

Another witness who aroused the in- 
terest of the commissioners was H. k. 
Christ, a coal breaker bullder, who said 


he was refused ‘‘permission’’ by the dis- 


trict officers of the United Mine Workers 
to build two breakers while the strike 
was in progress. P. Edward Ross, a pro- 
fessional accountant, who was called to 
testify concerning the wages paid by the 
G. B. Markle company, was compelled 
to change many of the figures that ap- 
peared in the company’s answer to the 
miners’ demands, recently published. In 
every case the amounts were higher than 
the men had received, the figures ranging 
from 10 cents to $20. €hairman Gray be- 
came impatiént with the witness and ex- 
pressed his displeasure in pointed terms, 
saying the man knew nothing about the 
case. 

At the afternoon session there occurred 
a spirited interchange between Attorney 
McCarthy for the miners and Willard 
Young, who had acted as a special coal 
and iron policeman during the recent 
strike. Mr. Young insisted that a reign 
of terror existed in the Lehigh region, 
but under  cross-examination several 
times contradicted himself regarding the 
nature of the disturbances which he said 
had occurred. He charged the lawyer 
with having himself almost precipitated 
a riot, but later admitted that the only 
information he had on the subject was 
from hearsay. Contrary to Mr. Young's 
story was that of A. P. Platt, who said 
a reign of terror did not exist, but de- 
clined to commit himseif as to the ad- 
visability of ordering out the troops.

“I do not believe the leaders are to have 
all the glory.

The men who dig the coal, 
who drive the mules, who work in the 
breakers, must be the bone and sinew of 
our organization."’ 

Mine Workers’ Full Treasury. 

Secretary Wilson sald in part: 

‘“‘Mfich has been said about the Sacri- 
fices of those who undertook to build up 
our organization in the early days.

According to the 
testimony the young man has for the past 
few weeks been actively engaged in 
passing spurious coins over a large por- 
tion of the state. The bogus money 
passed was in the form of half-dollars, 
and up to the time of Goodwin's coming 
to Atlanta had been palmed off on mer- 
chants. The first report made to the 
secret service officials in this city was 
from Crowesville, where the prisoner 
charged with passing quite a _ large 
amount of the counterfeit money. 

At the trial yesterday morning he was 
positively identified by four residents of 
Crowesville, who said that he had passed 
counterfeit money on them by purchas- 
ing small articles of merchandise, 

Goodwin is a young man about 21 years 
old, and is of rather fine appearance. His 
home is at Birmingham, Ga., where up to 
the present time he had always kept 
out of trouble. He has a cousin, however, 
who is now in the federal prison in this 
city for counterfeiting. An elder brother 
has also served time for the same of- 
fense, and 1s now a fugitive from justice, 
being wanted for stabbing a man from 
Birmingham,
